On Thursday, Jared Paul 


Friedrich, 31, Boyne City, 
was convicted of killing or 
torturing an animal in the 
third degree. 

That crime carries a 
maximum penalty of four 
years in prison. 

Witnesses testified that 
in October 2021, Friedrich 
shot and killed a neigh- 
bor’s dog that had gotten 
loose and gone into his 


yard. Friedrich admitted in 


trial testimony that the 
night he killed the dog he 
had cleaned up the blood 
from his yard and placed 
the dog’s body in a well or 
cistern, and later buried it 
on his property. 

Testimony also showed 
that the dog’s owners had 
called out for the dog on 
the night of the killing out- 
side Friedrich’s house, vis- 
ited all of the houses in the 
neighborhood, including 
Friedrich’s the day after 
the dog went missing, and 
placed flyers in mailboxes 
in the neighborhood, in- 
cluding Friedrich’s. 


The defendant said noth- 


ing about the killing of the 
dog to the owners nor did 
anything to identify whose 
dog he had shot, according 
to his own testimony.

Perkins was sentenced to 
serve 14 to 24 months to be 
served concurrently on 
each of the three counts, 
with credit for 70 days al- 
ready served. Perkins was 
a wrestling coach at Boyne 
City High School when he 
engaged in a sexual rela- 
tionship with a female stu- 
dent at the school. 

Perkins’ attorney, John 
Jarema, emphasized 
Perkins’ lack of any crimi- 
nal history as well as his 
remorse for his actions.

On Tuesday, Coty Lee 
Gilmore, 34, East Jordan, 
was convicted of receiving 
and concealing stolen prop- 
erty worth $1,000 or more 
but less than $20,000 and 
larceny by conversion of 
property valued at $1,000 or 
more but less than $20,000. 

Both crimes carry a 
maximum penalty of five 
years in prison. 

Witnesses testified that 
in December 2021, Gilmore 
was an employee for a local 
plumbing company who 
took plumbing supplies 
from his employer. Police 
seized the items which 
were identified by the em- 
ployer who immediately 
terminated Gilmore’s em- 
ployment. 

Gilmore has two other 
criminal cases pending in 
Charlevoix County where 
he is charged with video- 
recording women without 
their knowledge or permis- 
sion and uploading those 
videos to the internet as 
well as domestic violence. 

He will be sentenced on 
November 18 on the theft 
charges.

Our co-workers will 
like us more and we'll get 
better results. 

The book Fierce Conver- 
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sations, Achieving Success 
at Work and in Life, One 
Conversation at a Time by 
Susan Scott is worth read- 
ing. 

In her book, Scott pro- 
motes seven principles of 
effective communication, 
all excellent. In particular, 
three of these principles 
are especially relevant in 
the context of this blog. 
They are:

Let’s all of us practice 
these principles in our 
business and with family 
and friends. 

Some individuals are 
naturals at effective com- 
munication. For those of 
us who are not, we must 
commit to it, to know its 
importance, to allow our- 
selves to be vulnerable and 
accept ideas and help, and 
to seek continuous im- 
provement. 

Continuing to improve 
our communication will 
lead to significantly im- 
proving our leadership!

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ARTICLE 1 — TITLE, PURPOSE, AND LEGAL CLAUSES 


Section 1.1: Title 


THERE IS HEREBY CREATED the “Charlevoix County Uniform Numbering Ordinance” 
and further shall be known in the short form as the ‘’ Numbering Ordinance”, hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the “Ordinance”. 


Section 1.2: Purpose 


In order to uniformly assign and maintain address numbers and provide for easy identifica- 
tion of those numbers for the various purposes and to promote the health, safety and welfare 
of the citizens of the County of Charlevoix, the County of Charlevoix enacts its Uniform 
Numbering Ordinance. 


Section 1.3: Authority and Scope 
This ordinance shall only apply to the unincorporated portions of Charlevoix County. 


The address system created and administered by the county pursuant to this ordinance shall 
be the only address system created, authorized, recognized, administered or used within the 
unincorporated portions of Charlevoix County. It is the intent of this ordinance and the find- 
ing of the County Board of Commissioners that: 


1. It is contrary to the pursuit of the health, safety or welfare of the county to have 
more than one address system administered or in use in the unincorporated por- 
tions of Charlevoix County. 


2. For purposes of efficiency and consistency of the operation and administration of 
an address system, it is contrary to the pursuit of the health, safety or welfare of 
the county to have more than one supervisory agency, as provided in section 
1.4 of this ordinance. 


3. To have a single countywide address system, and the administration thereof, is 
necessary to maintain and pursue the health, safety and welfare of the county 
and this ordinance does not contravene the general laws of this state and does 
not interfere with the local affairs of a township, city or village within the 
limits of Charlevoix County. 


Section 1.4: Equalization Department 


The Equalization Department shall be the agency with exclusive overall administrative and co- 
ordinative responsibility to administer the operation and application of this ordinance. 


The Equalization Department shall have the authority to draft rules and regulations for the 
operation of the House-Numbering System. Said rules and regulations shall be approved by 
the Charlevoix County Board of Commissioners before they take effect. 


Section 1.5: Legal Basis 


This Ordinance is enacted pursuant to Section 11 of Michigan Public Act 156 of 1851, as 
amended, being Michigan Compiled Law 46.11 (County Board of Commissioners). 


ARTICLE 2 — DEFINITIONS 


Section 2.1: Purpose 


The purpose of Article 2 is to set forth the definitions of certain terms used in the ordinance. 
When not inconsistent with the context, the present tense includes the future; works used in 
the singular number include the plural number. The word “shall” is always mandatory and 
not merely permissive. The word “person” includes a firm, association, organization, partner- 
ship, trust, company or corporation, as well as an individual. 


Section 2.2: Undefined Words 


Any word not defined herein shall be interpreted within its common and approved usage. 


Section 2.3: Definitions 


ADDRESS means a set of numbers, and a compass designation, if applicable, and a road name 
used in combination as one statement of location. 


ADDRESS NUMBER means a number assigned along a road pursuant to the Charlevoix 
County Grid. 


CHARLEVOIX COUNTY GRID means the base lines and address ranges assigned to each sec- 
tion in Charlevoix County as depicted on Attachment A. 


DIAGONAL ROADS as used herein, are roads whose course does not run in either 
an approximate North-South or East-West direction. 


DISPLAY as used herein means the manner the address number is affixed or displayed, 
so that it is readily identifiable pursuant to provisions of this Ordinance. 


OWNER means the person(s), corporation, partnership or other legal entity having an interest 
in the structure as land contract purchaser, life estate interest, or fee simple interest, individually 
or jointly, unless said interest is subject to a recorded land contract. 


PRIVATE ROAD: Shall refer to any unnamed road, trail, or other type of access utilized for 
ingress/egress of premises, which is currently not under the jurisdiction of the local township 
or the Charlevoix County Road Commission. The act of naming and numbering a private road 
does not imply or infer any legal status or responsibility on the part of the township, 
Charlevoix County, or the Charlevoix County Road Commission to maintain the private road. 


POINT OF ORIGIN as used herein means the intersection of an East-West base line and a 
North- South base line. The North-South, East-West intersection in Charlevoix County shall be 
where the line between T32N and T33N intersects the line between RSW and R6W. 


ROAD means any road, street, highway, lane, drive, avenue, boulevard, two-track, court, cul- 
de- sac, circle, way, route, track, artery, and so on which affords a means of travel and 
ingress and egress to abutting property, whether public or private and which has had a name 
designated pursuant to Article 3. 


ROAD NAME means that part of an address, which is the proper name of a road. 


STRUCTURE shall include anything constructed, erected or placed with a fixed location on 
the ground and includes, but is not limited to: residential building, mobile home, commercial 
building, industrial building, office building, public building, well, field pump, utility, lighted 
billboard, lighted outdoor display and storage facility. 


SUBDIVISION means a map of and other information about a subdivision of land, which is 
drawn and information compiled, approved and recorded in conformity with the Land Division 
Act of 1967, as amended, being Michigan Compiled Laws 560.101 OR means a map of and 
other information about a subdivision of land, which is drawn and information compiled, ap- 
proved and recorded in conformity with the Michigan Condominium Act of 1978, as amended, 
being Michigan Compiled Laws 559.101 through 559.272. 


ARTICLE 3 — ROAD NAMES AND SIGNAGE 


Section 3.1: Not Duplicative 


A road shall not be given a road name, which duplicates the name of any other road in the 
county. 


Section 3.2: Subdivisions 


A road which is constructed within the boundaries of a subdivision, shall have the road name 
shown for all dedicated road rights-of- way or defined access easements on the documents 
recorded at the County Register of Deeds, unless changed in accordance with Section 3.4 or 
3.5 of this ordinance. 


All proposed subdivisions will be reviewed by the Equalization Department to ensure they 
are in compliance with the provisions of this ordinance before they are recorded. A plat or 
plan shall not be approved by the Road Commission, Plat Board, or Charlevoix County 
Equalization Department when a road name or road right-of-way name does not comply with 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


Section 3.3: Highway and Route Numbers 


A road shall not be named, for address purposes, by use of both a highway number and 
county route (road) number such as U.S. 31 or County Road 624. Nothing in this section 
shall prohibit the use of highway or county routes (road) number to designate county primary 
routes, or state and federal highway routes. 


Section 3.4: Authority to Name Roads 


Pursuant to Section 18 of the County Road Law, MCL 224.18, the board of the Road Com- 
mission shall name roads under their control and may change the name of a road under their 
control if determined to be necessary. It will be the practice of the Road Commission to not 
name a road or change the name of a road without first receiving a resolution from the town- 
ship requesting the road name or road name change. This provision does not limit the power 
of a Township Board to change the name of an existing street or alley in a plat pursuant to 
Section 256 of the Land Division Act, MCL 560.256. 


The Township Boards shall have the authority to name private roads in the unincorporated 
areas of the county. 


Section 3.5: Requirement to Name Roads 
A new road name will be assigned given the following situations: 


A. Where 3 or more existing parcels of land under different ownership share a common 
unnamed access or when 3 or more existing residential buildings, mobile homes, 
commercial buildings, industrial buildings, office buildings, public buildings, or 
buildings requiring electrical service share a common unnamed access. 


B. Where | or more parcels of land are planned for development into three or more 
parcels of land which will share a common access, or is planned to be devel- 
oped with 3 or more residential buildings, mobile homes, commercial buildings, 
industrial buildings, office buildings, public buildings, or buildings requiring 
electrical service. 


Where a road extends either north and south or east and west of a baseline shown on the 
Charlevoix County Grid, a directional designation shall be added after the road name. Equal- 
ization shall have the authority to add said directional designation to road names, as deemed 
necessary. 


Section 3.6: Approval of Road Names 


In the case of naming a road as part of the process of approving a preliminary plat, final plat, 
or condominium plan, the documents to be recorded shall be reviewed by the Charlevoix 
County Equalization Department prior to being recorded at the County Register of Deeds to 
ensure compliance with Article 3 Section 3.2 of this ordinance. 


Prior to naming a private road or changing the name of a public or private road the Township or 
Road Commission will ensure the name is not duplicative, pursuant Section 3.1, by consulting 
with the Equalization Department. 


Section 3.7: Road Name Signs 


The Road Commission shall be responsible for ensuring adequate and correct road name 
signs exists for all roads under their control. 


When a new private road name has been approved in accordance with this Ordinance, the 
Township shall notify the owner(s) along the newly named private road of their responsibility 
to erect road name sign(s). The road name signs shall be designed according to the color, let-

tering, style, and size standards approved by the Charlevoix County Road Commission. The 
Charlevoix County Road Commission shall approve the private road name sign placement in 
cases where the private road accesses a public road right-of-way. The owners(s) shall be re- 
sponsible for acquiring and erecting the sign with guidance from the Charlevoix County 
Road Commission to ensure the road name sign standards are followed. 


Section 3.8: Changing Existing Road Names 


It is the policy of this ordinance to discourage the practice of changing existing road names, ex- 
cept as provided herein: 


A. Only when road construction has resulted in the extension of a road to another road so that 
both roads are joined in such a manner that both roads may be considered one road instead of 
two separate roads. Two roads shall not be considered one road unless both roads have address 
numbering in a north-south direction or both roads have address numbering in an east-west di- 
rection. 


1. In the instance of changing a road name, a third name shall not be used. One of the two 
existing road names shall be applied to the entire road and the other road name shall be 
discontinued. 


2. The Township shall determine which road name is to be used for the entire length of 
both roads, so the road name change results in modification to the fewest number of ad- 
dresses. In the event the system of modifying the fewest addresses is not applicable, then 
the road name, which is oldest and already applies to the portion of the road, which has 
existed the longest, shall be the road name used. 


When a similarity in two or more road names has or may cause difficulty correctly locating 
the road and or properties on it. 


Section 3.9: Notification of Road Names 


Whenever a road is named for the first time or whenever an existing road name is changed 
by resolution the Township and/or Road Commission shall notify the Equalization Depart- 
ment, by providing a copy of the board’s resolution and documentation indicating the loca- 
tion of the road and/or extent of the road the name applies to. 


When said notification is received, Equalization Department shall notify the following inter- 
ested parties, within 30 days, by first class mail, personal delivery, or electronic means, of any 
new or changed road names: 


1. The Road Commission, for public roads only 


The address number sign shall be mounted upon a post of suitable strength and construction, adjacent 
to the driveway or access to the premises. The post must be unobstructed and extend 5-feet above the 
grade of the adjacent roadway and be visible from road traffic lanes in either direction of approach. 
The post may be shared with a mailbox, provided all the location and display criteria are met. 


Nothing in this ordinance shall prohibit a municipality or the postal service from requiring stricter, 
more visible display of addresses or address numbers. 


Section 4.6: Use 


The resident, occupant, owner, utility company, other utility service providers, county offices, munic- 
ipal governments, police, emergency services and any other persons or entities, shall use the assigned 
address for purposes of delivery, locating a structure, and as the legal or recorded address. 


ARTICLE 5 — CONSTRUCTION PERMITS 


Section 5.1: Construction Permits 


A construction code inspector operating and authorized to issue permits under Michigan 
Public Act 230 of 1972, as amended, being Michigan Compiled Laws 125.1501 et. sq. State 
Construction Code Act shall not issue a permit until after an address number has been issued 
for the proposed structure. 


In some instances, it will not be possible for an address to be issued until after the location of 
the building is clearly marked on the ground. When it is not practical to mark a building location 
on the ground until after a construction code permit has been issued, the construction code in- 
spector shall not issue a permit until after (1) a written application for an address has been re- 
ceived and (2) approved with a notation the address will be issued at a later date by the 
Equalization Department. 


A construction code inspector shall advise the person(s) obtaining construction permits that 
an address number (permanent or temporary) must be displayed appropriately and must be 
plainly visible from road traffic in either direction of approach per Article 7.1 (A) of the Or- 
dinance. 


ARTICLE 6 — ENFORCEMENT, PENALTIES, SAVING 
CLAUSE 


2. The U.S. Post Office serving that area 


3. The 9-1-1 Central Dispatch agency 
4. The Charlevoix County Clerk’s Office 


The abutting property owners shall be notified by first class mail within 30 days of receipt by 
the Equalization department of all necessary resolutions approving the road name or road name 


change. 


Section 6.1: Enforcement 


A A construction code inspector operating and authorized to issue construction permits under 
Michigan Public Act 230 of 1972, as amended, being Michigan Compiled Laws 125.1501 et.sq. 
State Construction Code Act is authorized to issue a citation according to the Charlevoix County 
Municipal Civil Infraction Ordinance. 


B Anyone may file a complaint with the Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Department concern- 
ing an alleged violation of the requirements of this ordinance. Upon receipt of a complaint, the 
following procedure for enforcement shall be used: 


Section 3.10: Master Index 


The Equalization Department, or its designee, shall keep a master index of the proper names 
of each road in the unincorporated areas of Charlevoix County. The proper names of public 
roads, as much as possible, shall be reflected on the certified set of maps filed by the Road 
Commission with the Michigan Department of Transportation, pursuant to Michigan Public 
Act 51 of 1951, as amended, being Michigan Compiled Laws 217.651 et. sq. Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund Act. 


Section 3.11: Maps 


The Equalization Department shall cause to be created and maintained accurate maps, elec- 
tronic or physical, of all roads under the purview of this ordinance. 


ARTICLE 4 — ADDRESS NUMBERING ADMINISTRATION 


Section 4.1: Requirement for Road Name and Signage 


Address numbers shall not be assigned along any un-named public road, unplatted private 
road or access easement of record. Address numbers shall only be assigned once a name has 
been approved in accordance with Section 3 of this ordinance and once signage has been 
erected at all intersections of the road with other roads. 


Section 4.2: Assigning Address Numbers 


The Equalization Department shall be responsible for the assignment of address numbers. 
Address numbers will be assigned when requested by an owner or their agent, or when 
deemed necessary by the Equalization Department. Address numbers will only be assigned 
when construction of a structure is imminent, an address is necessary for a permit the owner 
is obtaining, or when the Equalization Department deems it necessary for health or safety 
reasons. 


Numbers will be assigned so that they are progressive along roadways, and so that they em- 
anate from the point of origin and fall within the ranges indicated on the Charlevoix County 
Grid. Addresses identified by the Equalization Department as being on the South or East side 
of a road shall be assigned an even number and addresses identified by the Equalization De- 
partment as being on the North or West side of a road shall be assigned an odd number. 


Where a road extends into an adjacent county and has the same name in the adjacent county, 
address numbers assigned may, at the Equalization Department’s discretion, be consistent with 
the system used in the adjacent county or follow the system described above. 


The address number assigned shall be based to the location of the intersection of the road 
with the driveway used to access the structure being addressed. When no driveway exists or 
is planned, the address will be determined by the point emergency services would reason- 
ably use to access the structure. 


Section 4.3: City or Village Borders 


The County numbering system may be used to number properties along the portions of the 
roads that border a City or Village regardless of whether the property being numbered is lo- 
cated within the City’s or Village’s boundaries or within a Township’s boundaries. The 
Equalization Department will coordinate the use of the most feasible grid system for the area 
and work with the government unit involved. 


Section 4.4: Changing Address Numbers 


Existing address numbers, which do not comply with the Charlevoix County Uniform Num- 
bering System, may be changed either at the request of an owner or his or her agent with ap- 
proval of the Equalization Department; or such change may be initiated by the County. When 
a change is initiated by the County, the property owner shall be notified, in writing, of the 
change in address and said change shall become effective 30 days from the date of notice. 


Section 4.5: Display 


Each primary structure shall display its assigned address number. The numbers being displayed shall 
be no less than 3 inches (7.62 centimeters) in height. After the date of the adoption of this amended or- 
dinance, address number signs shall have a green background with white reflective numbers in block 
Arabic numerals and shall be visible from the roadway named in the address. 


1. A sheriff’s deputy, or Department of Building Safety personnel, shall determine if 
a violation exists. 


2/. Ifa violation exists, the sheriff’s deputy, or Department of Building Safety person- 
nel, shall contact the resident, occupant, business or owner of the structure and may 
issue a citation for violation of the Charlevoix County Uniform Numbering Ordinance. 
If the violation is corrected within 30 days, the complaint will be dismissed. 


Nothing in this section shall prohibit the United States Postal Service from terminating 
mail delivery in the case of a violation of this ordinance, or imposing other sanctions al- 
lowed under law. 


Section 6.2: Penalty 
Any violation of this ordinance shall constitute a municipal civil infraction. 


Any person violating the provisions of this ordinance shall be responsible for a civil in- 
fraction and be ordered by the court to pay a fine of not less than fifty ($50) dollars or 
more than one hundred ($100) dollars, plus court costs, costs of prosecution and the 
county’s cost to install an address number. 


In addition to the imposition of the foregoing fines, penalties and other legal remedies, the 
Charlevoix County Board of Commissioners may designate an agency of the county to cause 
the proper posting of numbers, and the cost thereof assessed against the owner of such prem- 
ises. 


Section 6.3: Fees 


It shall be the policy of the county to provide the service of issuing addresses without cost ex- 
cept that the County Board of Commissioners may adopt a fee schedule from time to time if 
they deem it necessary. 


Section 6.4: Saving Clause 


The provisions of this ordinance are hereby declared to be severable and if any clause, sen- 
tence, word, section or provision is declared void or unenforceable, for any reason, by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, the remaining portions of said ordinance shall remain in 
force. 


Section 6.5: Effective Date 


The provisions of this amended ordinance shall take effect sixty days after adoption 
by Charlevoix County and publication as required by law. 


Section 6.6: Severability 


The invalidity of any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this Ordinance shall not affect the 
validity of the remaining parts of this Ordinance. 


Section 6.7: Repeal 


All parts of Ordinance No. 2 in conflict with this Amended Ordinance are repealed. 


Section 6.8: Savings Clause 


A prosecution which is pending on the effective date of this Ordinance and which arose from 
a violation of an ordinance provision repealed by this Ordinance, or a prosecution which is 
started within one (1) year after the effective date of this Ordinance arising from a violation 
of an ordinance provision repealed by this Ordinance and which was committed prior to the 
effective date of this Ordinance, shall be tried and determined exactly as if the ordinance 
provision had not been repealed.
